The Forest Service Isn't building an office 
' building. Il'sbuildingnpalace. \ 

CufVent cost estimates are that the controversial 
structure will cost as much as 5115 per square foot 
to construct. That cost includes utilities, -land- 
scaping and a turn in from the nearby highway. 

Of courso it doesn't tiavo to include the cost of 
land, because the Forest Service already owns the 
recreation area. \ 
■ At SU5 per square foot, not counting land, the 
Sawtooth Palace would cost three times as much aV 
a typical nice new office building. And It would cosl\ 
twice as much as a "luxury" office huildiog. \ 

Double luxury iipparently is the order, for the 50 
Forest Service workers wiio, will enjoy the Nor- 
thern Palace. 

The true picture may even be more glimmering 
from the standpoint of the federal workers' en* 
joymont. 

That building isn't liltely to have nearly as 
much usable space>ns its 12,000 square foot floor 

plan suggests. 

Because the architects deckled, to Imitate the 
shape of the nearby moiuntnlns, tlie outside walls of 
the Sawtooth Palace slant in toward the pointed 
center. 

The inward slant makes a pretty picture' and 
pretty large picture windows, but it also means 

that unless the forest worftffrs are willing to stoop a 

lol the space around the outside of every room will 
be of little use for anything other than potted 
planl-s. 

The intcrestini? but grossly inefficient design 
could mean that as much as a third of Itie palace's 
floor space is unusable. 

If so. that would bring the cost of each square 
foot of usable space there to the area of $175 a 
square fool. 

Or triple the cost of a luxury biiildini?. 

Put another way. the expected $1.4 million 
building cost will approach the total federal lax for 
a thousand Magic Valley families this year. 

If the Forest Service had settled for only an or- 
dinary* luxury office building, each of^ tliose"* 
families could have gotten a two-ttiirds lax rehnic 
this year. 

If the Forest Service had chosen a modern, 
sturdy, serviceable, efficient new office building — 
?but not a luxurious one — each of tliosc families 
could haye had more tlian tlirce-fourths of its tax 
bill removed..
